- Although the southbound car was 
the heavier with a floor and beam 
construction of steel the north-bound 
car had such great momentum that it 
overrode the lower portion of the 
other and crashed through the upper 
woodwork. All of the passengers in 
the forward ends of both cars were 
buried under tangled masses of 
wreckage, and most of them met in- 
stant death. 

The impact was such that the south- 
bound car was hurled 50 feet back 
from the collision point, carrying with 
it the wreck of the northboundcar. 

Wonnded Men Give Alarm. 

At Staunton the first intimation of 
the magnitude of the accident came 
when ‘two men, covered with blood, ran 
into the main street of the town at 4 
p. m. They were so exhausted that: 
they could only gasp: ““‘Wreck. Many 
killed,’’ and point north toward the fatal 


curve. 

A volunteer rescue party hurried to 
the scene, finding the cars in a tan- 
gled heap. Few of the bodies were 
visible and the groans of the dead 
and dying came from a seemingly in- 
extricable mass of twisted iron and 
stee] and shattered timbers. Seven 
passengers buried under the motors 
were alive when the rescuers began 
their work, but they died before me-

Wooden cars with steel supports, such 
as figured in the Staunton wreck, cost 
approximately $12,000. Cars built of 
stee] throughout such as the Pennsyl- 
vania and other lines are putting tn- 
to use, in which, it has been demon- 
strated, the loss of life is much smaller 
in case of accidents, cost $17,200 each. 

The two cars in the wreck were of 
similar design 60 by 10 feet in dimen- 
sions, and capable of seating  passen- 
gers. Each had two compartments, one 
for smoking. There are 18 seats in the 
main compartment, a bench and four 
double seats in the smoker. There are 





‘two exits from the vestibule to the 


ground, but the exit from the car to 
the vestibule is by a single- door. 

The smoking .compartment: has two 
large doors at the sides, through which 
trunks and other baggage can be taken 
The motorman stands in a 
box-like -room, three by three feet in 
dimensions, in the left corner of the 
front vestibule.

England Sends Ships to Portugal. 

LONDON, Oct. 56.—The Admiralty to- 
day received a brief wireless messago 
confirming the news of a revolution in 
Lisbon, but giving even fewer detai's 
than the press dispatches of last night. 
Upon the receipt of this message or- 
ders were sent to Gibraltar for the dis- 
patch immediately of two cruisers to 
watch British interests in the troubled 
country. 
The cruiser Newcastle, which had just 
reached Gibraltar, en route for China, 
proceeded today for Lisbon and was fol- 
lowed by the cruiser Minerva. Beyond 
the wireless message received by the 
Admiralty, the Foreign Office has no 
word of the revolution. 


Manuel has been king for two years 
and seven months and it: is doubtful if 
he has known a single moment of peace, 
even when he hasbeen away from his 
country searching for a sweetheart to 
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1 
be his Queen. In England his look of 
terror told that he did not feel safe 
even there. In Paris it was well known 
that he was in grave danger for the 
headquarters of the anarchists, the 
most menacing to hig life, are main- 
tained there. 

Another difficulty that added to the 
troubles of the King was the indebted- 
ness of the royal family to the state. 
Since the time of Queen Maria Pia, un- 
der King Peter V and his two success- 
ors, the royal family had borrowed 
from the state sums amounting to $%,- 
000,000. The treasury badly needed the 
money. The sum was greatly exagger- 
ated in the flaming literature and ad- 
dresses of both anarchists and revolu- 
tionists, and had its effect in turning 
the mind of the people against their 
vouthful ruler. 

Manuel had seven splendid palaces, 
the Necessidad, the royal city residence: 
Ajuda, the palace of the Dowager 
Queen; Balem, Quedex and Casceas- 
Beside-the-Sea, and the marvelous pal- 
aces of Cintra and Pena. In addition he 
had shooting places at Villa Vicosta 
and elsewhere, all kept up at enormous 
expense. 

Since Manuel became sovereign a half- 
dozen cabinets have been formed and 
have had to resign. The: government 
in power was rormed at the end of June,’ 
with Antonio Teixera de Cousa as pre- 
mier, after the King had refused to 
dissolve the chamber of deputies on the 
fall of Francisco da Viega Beiaro. 

Many Priests Expelled. 

The Government’s stand against the 
clericals complicated the situation. Fol- 
lowing the expulsion of the Jesuits from 
the monastery Aldea Ponte many Span- 
ish priests known as ;‘Mariannos,”’ who 
had settled in various parts of the coun- 
try establishing convents and monas- 
terio were ordered out of the Kingdom 
and their establishments closed by au- 
thority of the law of 1902, which permit- 
ted the establishment of religious orders 
only for charitable and educational 
purposes. 

The Portuguese unrest which had 
gradually increased since the discov- 
ery of plots to overthrow the monarchy 
and set up a military dictatorship or a 
republic, was aggravated by serious 
strikes among the cork cutters and 
coopers. More than 20,000 men stopped 
work at Barreiro, and rioting followed. 
The strikers seized railroad trains and 
threw out of the freight cars and burned 
thousands of bales of cork. 

The Government has been aware that 
large stores of arms, munition and 
bombs were kept in Lisbon and the 
other chief towns of the country, but 
all efforts to discover the hiding places 
were fruitless. 

Army and Navy Unrest. 

The greater part of the army and 
navy was avowedly Republican and 
many Liberals had declared that if a 
military cabinet was formed they would

Chair- 
man Schniederhahn declares that one 
company, with a capital. of $260,000 is 
surety on bonds aggregating about 
$2,000,000. Other companies, which -are 
not licensed to do business in Missouri, 
he says, have been accepted as sure- 
tles in large amounts. | 

The Metropolitan Surety Co., whose 
Hability to the cify is $340,000, is in the 
hands of a receiver. It is announced 
that this concern has had its business 
rewritten by another corporation. 

National Company Barred. 

No bonds furnished by the National 
Surety Co. will be approved by his 
committee, Councilman Schneiderhahn 
says, untjl it pays the city $200,000 owed 
on rpecount of the Kern Incandescent 
Gas Light Co., which failed to perform 
its contract to light the streets in 1900.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Unable to 

derstand the workings of the legal 

achinery in the court where she 
sought vengeance for the murder of 
her son, and believing that the man ac- 
cused of his death had been set free, 
Lucia Ballestrio, an aged Neapolitan 
woman sank her teeth in her forearm in 
the police court yesterday, and waving 
tthe bleeding member above her head, 
screamed: “The blood of my murdered 
oa”.

In the prisoners’ dock cowered Pietro 
Patronia and Vincenio Randazzo, Nea- 
politan fishermen, charged with the 
murder of Mario Ballestrio. As the cry 
of the mother arose, a fierce hiss swept 
court room where many of her own 
people sat. 

For @ moment it looked as though the 
eye for an eye doctrine of the Vendetta 
would be carried out in the shadow of 
bench itself. Court attendants 
Sprang toward the angry crowd, but-a 
cooler head among the foreigners sooth- 
ed the mother with assurances that 
the case had been merely postponed, 
and the prisoners still were in the grip 
of the law. As this was made clear 
to her, the woman collapsed and was 
led from the room weeping. 

Ballestrio was shot to death about a 
month ago on Fisherman’s Wharf. 
When the detectives failed to capture 
the murderers the dead man’s son 
pledged himself by the blood of his 
father to find the murderers and he suc- 
ceeded in furnishing the police with

The 
improvement association bought 
these and donated them to the coun- 
cil in the hope that the men would 
take hold and tidy up the village, 
but not much has been accomplished. 

“Why, it looked like rain all yes- 
terday,” said Mrs. Leverett, “and yet 
they got the sprinkler out and went 
to work industriously for the first 
time I know of. The sprinkler was 
still ‘out when it began raining. In 
other towns the men co-operate with 
this’ 
kind, but they don’t here.” 

Mrs. A. M. Jackson said she thought 
the trash should be carted away, in- 
stead of being left in the gutters after 
the sweeper had passed. Also, she 
thought the sprinkling should be done 
before, not after, the sweeping. 

The improvement association is 
pledged to civic uplift in all direc- 
tions, and is a militant force in Upper 
Alton. Recently it raised $1000 by giv- 
ing a circus, to be used for a Carnegie 
Library.

NEW YORK USES 


~ QUARANTINE TO” 
BLOGK CHOLERA 


Three Vessels From Italian 
Ports, Suspected as Disease 
. Carriers, Held: 


: /By Leased Wire From the New York 


Bureau to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—That by only 
the closest inspection and strictest 
quarantine has cholera been kept out 
of New York, was shown yesterday 
when Dr. A. H. Doty, health officer 
of the port, reported that the steam- 
ship Santa Anna, which arrived. yes- 
terday from Naples has been held at 
quarantine 
steerage had died on Sept. 35 of that 
disease. The body was burried at 
sea. Two other cases of intestinal 
trouble abroad the ship are under ob- 
servation. ' 

Meanwhile the Santa Anna with 224 
first-class cabin passengers and 1072 
in the steerage is being held.as a 
possible. cholera carrier. Anchored 
within stone’s throw of the Santa Anna 
are the steamships Moltke and Vir- 
ginia, both from Italian’ ports and 


both held: until a more rigid inspec- 
tion can be made and a subsequent 
conference held over the threatened 
cholera invasion. 

Dr. Doty reported that another case 
of cholera had. been watched, the vic- 
tim arriving on the steamship Ger- 
mania Sept. 26 and dying on. Swin- 
burne Island two days later. He was 
Moazin Scobain, 28° years old, a 
Greek. While Dr. Doty said last 
night there was no immediate cause 
for alarm every precaution would be 
taken. Last night he held ‘a meeting 
with his consulting board at the of- 
fice of Dr. Hermann Biggs. At the 
consultation were Drs. Doty, W. P. 
Park, Pruden, Bryan, _Fletchnew and 
Biggs. 

Rigid Inepection Necessaty. 

Concerning the situation Dr. Doty 
said: 

“Since the cholera cases were reported 
in Italian ports we have made special 
efforts to guard New York against any 
steamship entering this harbor which 
might be a cholera carrier. All that we 
can do is to keep up a most rigid quar- 
antine and-isolate any passenger show- 
ing the least symptom of the disease. 
I called a metting of the consulting 
board for the sole purpose of talking 
over the method of procedure to prevent 
any possible cholera invasion. I wish to 
say that there is no particular danger, 
as long as the passengers of each vessel 
Vessels from Italian 


certained positively that thers are no 
cases of cholera on board or any illness 
that might develop into cholera.’’ 

Following the conference Dr. Doty re- 
turned to his station at quarantine. This 
morning he had another conference with 
Dr. Walter Weyman, surgeon general 
of the United States Marine Hospital 
service.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—There is no 
law to prevent:a wireless telegraph com- |- 
pany from interfering with the messages f 


transmitted by a competing company 
and rendering unintelligible, even when 
the miessage is a steamship’s distress 
signal, the S O 8, according to Benja- 
min S. Cable, acting Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor. " 

The steamer Western Statés, with sev- 
eral hundred passengers abbard was 
made heipless on Sept. 21 by the burst- 
ing of a high pressure cylinder and 
drifted apout Lake Erie for seven hours. 
Repeatedly, according to the affidavit 
of the wireless operator aboard the 
steamer, the distress signai S O.S was 
flashed. Each time the interference 
by the apparatus of a competing line 
was so strong that the message never 
reached those for whom it was intend- 
ed. 

Two Operators Arrested. 

The head of the company owning the 
steamer Western States swore out a 
warrant for two operators of the com- 
peting company at Buffalo and Detroit, 
charging them with maliciously inter- 
fering with the ship’s messages, and 
for violating the penal law. The men ar- 
rested were Ernest L. Goodwin and} 
Nelson Holt. 

Evidence was submitted at the hear- 
ing before Supreme Court Justice Hook- 
er of Buffalo, tending to show that 
Goodwin and Holt, acting upon the 
orders of the president and manager of 
the company for which they worked, 
had interfered with the service of the 
competing company. \ 

Members of both branches of Con- 
gress were informed by the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, which has ju- 
risdictlion “over water commerce, that 
just such a case would arise as has 
arisen, if some law was not provided. 
Senator Depew of New York and Rep- 
resentative Green of Massachusetts in- 
troduced bills covering such cases as 
that of the steamer Western States, but 
the bills failed of passage. 

Senator Depew’s bill passed the Sen- 
ate. The bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Green was identical with it and

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Cardinal Vannu- 
telli gave to me for the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday a private interview in the 
archepiscopal residence, Fourth avenue 
and Fifty-first street. é 

“What is the attitude of the church 
toward socialism?’ was the first ques- 
tion. He replied: 

“The Catholic church, though very 
favorable to the working people, cannot 
approve of the principles of socialism, 
and if So@talist leaders were conversant 
with principles of the gospel the asgo- 
ciation would have no reason for exist- 
ence. It seems to me that socialism 
seems a very little thing in Americe 
and that is on account of the good po- 
sition taken by the church here. And 
the Catholic church is the best barrier 
against the exaggerations of socialism. 
+F'or the social order no church can give 
better guarantee than does the Catholic 
church.”’ 

The Cardinal became even more seri- 
ous when asked if the church’s attitude 
toward divorce would ever change. He 
gave an emphatic answer as follows: 

“The church will* never alter the reg- 
ulations made concerning divorce, and 
I think that America’s good: sense is 
with the church. The best remedy 
would be a spiritual consideration of 
the marriage state before entering it. 
When there are difficulties Christian 
virtues should lead innocent parties to 
seek consolation in the church.” 

Home Ig Woman’s Place. 

‘What is your opinion of women in 
public life?’ was asked. “Should they 
hold office?’ 

‘I believe, with Pope Pius,” he an- 
swered, “that the domestic life should 
be the dream of every woman—the 
family, the home, the children. The 
wife at home can do better work than 
on the public platform.” 

Then he spoke in a most compli- 
mentary manner of America. 

.- “What impresses me most with Amer 

ica is the beauty of the country,” he 
said. “I did not expect to see such 
grand scenery. Its beauty is far be- 
yond my mental pictures of it, and I 
see a great future for the American 
people—better prospects than we can 
realize today. 

“In my relations with the people I find. 
the Americans very good and polite. 
Their courtesy charms me; but, most of 
all, I have noticed the great activity 
of the people. Everywhere there is a 
hustling life.” 

Throughout the interview the Cardi- 
nal emphasized his words with gestures, 
exhibiting with hands and shoulders the 
earnestness which lay back of his con- 
versation.

HARLINGEN, Tex., Oct. 
certainty of a profitable market for the 
large tomato crop which is grown each 
year in the valley of the Rio Grande, 
is now about to be overcome by con- 
tracts between the growers and a combi- 


nation of leading comimssion firms of 
larger cities of the State and’ country 
for the purchase of the entire crop at a 
stipulated price. 

The proposed contracts are to cover a 
long period of years and involve the 
purchase of 2000 cars or more of toma- 
toes annually, or whatever the crop 
may be. Tomatoes of this region came 
into the market so early in the year that 
there is believed to be no danger of 
giutting the market if shiproents are 
properly distributed. The commission 
firms which propose to handle the crop 
will have representatives on the ground 
to attend to shipping. 

Tomatoes should be a profitable crop 
in this section. he yield per acre is 
very large. The ¢rop comes in and is 
disposed of at a time that leaves the 
land available for growling one or ‘two 
crops of other products. {[t is probable 
there will be a large increase in to-

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FACT OR FICTION. 

An official inquiry into the cost of living in 
Berlin covered the annual expenditures of 852 
familiés containing 3952 persons. The average 
income per family was found to.be $521.72 and 
the average annual expenditure $531.70. 

The statistics were gathered for the purpose 
of illustrating the relation of cost of living to 
income; but they may be taken as fairly repre- 


| 


man workingman in Berlin. 

This is interesting information in view of the 
contemplated work of our new Tariff Commis-_ 
sion which is charged with the obligation of 
ascertaining the difference in the cost of pro- 
duction at home and abroad so that our tariff 
rates may be delicately readjusted to cover’ it. 

Cost of production is,. of course, not cost of 
living, but the two are related. It is the protec- 
| tionist theory that high wages and a high dtand- 
ard of living are interdependent. It is the eco- 
nomic truth that the cost of labor is the impor- 
tant element that enters into the cost of produc- 
tion. The solicitude of ttre stand-patter is 
publicly directed to the wage earner. He it is 
who needs the protection which the stand-pat 
heart throbs to extend to him. 

Statistics published by the Federal Census Bu- 
reau in 1908—-based on information as to the 
compensation of 3,297,819 American wage-earners 
—showed that the average wage-earner employed 
in manufacturing received $10. 06 per week, or 
$523.12 a year, or $1.40 more than the average 
Berlin family. Of course, there may be more 
than one wage-earner to a family, but the fig- 
ures are ‘near enough together to —_ the 
comparison. . 

Undoubtedly it can be shown that many Ger- 
man wage-earners receive less than $521 a year. 
But in our New England cotton mills—which are 
extravagantly protected—men earn an average of 
only $8.52 a week, and in the Southern cotton 
mills only $5.14. 


Would it not -be buinitiating. as well as en- 
lightening, if, on honest investigation, it were 
disclosed that the stand-pat theory of a differ- 
ence in the cost of production here and abroad 
was bas6éd on fiction and our carefully-nursed 
idea of a higher standard of living is a —e

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WITHHOLDING EARNED WAGES. 

A letter from a reader calls attention to the 
| Victous ‘practice of holding back earned wages. 
‘The writer, however, omitted to state that tle 
practice is not confined to corporations and indi- 
viduals employing labor, but is common to mu- 
nicipal and state governments, which, by pay- 
ing at monthly or longer intervals, and some- 
times failing even to do this promptly, compel 
employes to. borrow money, often at usurious 
rates. ; ‘ : 

It is a widespread evil and falls heaviest upon 
those least able to bear it. The laborer or clerk 
-who has been “laid off’ and compelled te use 
up his savings’ must wait and starve, or’ borrow 
if he can, because pay day comes !ong after he 
has earned something substantial. Then when 
he receives his first wages part is held back, on 
the supposition that he may go off suddenly and, 
leave his employer in the lurch. 

The excuse for this practice is not. valid, be- 
cause the employer who makes it has the right 
of peremptory discharge, which on his side is 
equivalent to the employe’s right to quit work 
at pleasure. 

But the greater evil—the withholding of earned 
wages for 10 days, two weeks, a month, or even 
onger—is without any excuse and works hard- 
ship on the very poor while at the same time it 
fattens the money shark. Both practices should 
be prohibited by law. Weekly payments - of 
wages should be the rule. :

fhey did not want to take the business from the 
one’ who already had it. — .

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COLONEL AND CONSTITUTION. 
From the New York World. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States has been well described as the 
hving voice of the Constitution. The 
Constitution is the fixed will of the 
people. They imposed it unon them- 
selves. In that instrument the people 
have placed limitations upon their pub- 
lic servants and upon themselves also. 
Judges cannot change the Constitution, 
nor can presidents. Only the people 
can erasé a word or add a word. When 
Mr. Roosevelt therefore asserts that the 
Supreme Court is honest but fossilized 
he in fact proclaims, though he does 
not recognize its meaning, the vital truth 
ihat we live under a rigid but not a 
dead and not an unchangeable Constitu- 
tion. 

Clothed with power for a third term, 
can it be’ doubted that the one idea to 
which he has adhered consistently 
through Hfe. and which now appears to 
govern him in his renewed political am- 
bition would become uppermost in his 
administration? It is easily possible 
for one president to change the com- 
plexion of the. court. This year alone 
will find four appointees of Mr. Taft 
on that bench. Would a man of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s views hesitate by irregular 
methods to reconstitute the court and 
hend it to his will? 

With more than 370,000 governmental 
rositions directly or indirectly at his 
disposal; with the enormous powers of 
a misused presidency in his hands; with 
every inducement that a reckless and 
dominant executive knows how to eéx- 
ert; with favoring laws constantly in 
demand, and with a thousand millions a 
year spent largely to no good purpose, 
all subject to his approval or disapprov- 
al, would there not speedily be an al- 
tance between him and a subservient 
Congress against the one great depart- 
ment of government remaining inde- 
pendent? 

The judiciary cannot survive such a 
combination. Usurption triumphs usu- 
ally under the forms of law. A servile 
Congress would provide the form under 
which an ambitious président would 
debauch the court. Armed with a 
slip of paper bearing an act providing 
for six or eight new justices, a presi- 
dent like Mr. Roosevelt, who is known 
to have sounded prospective appointees 
in advance, ‘could pack the Supreme 
Court for any purpose. Can it be 
doubted that, thus supported, he would 
pack it?
